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(75) UNESCO LIBRARIES DIVISION PROGRAMME 
IN 1953-54 


The Seventh Session of the General Conference of Unesco which met in Paris 
from 12 November to 11 December 1952, agreed on the programme of the 
organization for 1952 and 1954. Although some reductions had to be made 
in the limited list of projects designated as priority A.1 in the programme 
presented by the Executive Board of Unesco, all the main features and projects 
of the Libraries programme continue. As in previous years the programme 
will be concentrated on three main aspects: public libraries; bibliography, 
documentation and archives; and services concerned with the distribution 
of publications by exchange, loan, gift and sale through the techniques of docu- 
mentary reproduction. 

The Libraries Division hopes that, as in the past, librarians and specialists 
in all Member States of Unesco will give their active support to help carry out 
this programme, both by their personal efforts and through their national 
professional associations and their national commissions for Unesco. 

The text of the resolutions voted and brief descriptions of the projects are 
given below. 


INTERNATIONAL CO-OPERATION 


The Libraries Division will continue its close association with the Interna- 
tional Federation of Library Associations, the International Federation for 
Documentation, the International Council on Archives, the International 
Association of Music Libraries and the International Organization for Stan- 
dardization. Co-operation with these bodies from now on will be mainly 
through the agency of the newly created Joint Consultative Committee which 
was set up in Copenhagen in September 1952 (see Bulletin, vol. VII, no. 1, 
p. Er). In 1953 and 1954 grants are to be made to help the work of the Com- 
mittee and its constituent bodies. The principal objects of these grants will be 
to assist the Committee in holding its meetings and in planning the Interna- 
tional Congress of Librarianship and Documentation proposed for 1955, to 
assist the constituent bodies in their publications programmes, and to assist the 
International Council on Archives in organizing their second world congress 
at The Hague in June 1953. 


PUBLIC LIBRARIES 


The Director-General is authorized to circulate information, to undertake or to continue pilot 
projects, in collaboration with Member States concerned and to organize meetings of specialists, 
with a view to encouraging the development of public libraries. 


The Delhi public library, established as a pilot project by the Indian Govern- 
ment with Unesco aid, will continue to receive Unesco support in 1953 and 
1954. The extension work begun in 1952 will be developed by bringing into 
service a book-van equipped with audio-visual aids, and the programme for 
the publication of simple, readable books for people who have recently learned 
to read will also be continued and expanded. So that other countries may 
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benefit from this project, it is proposed to use some of the Unesco funds avail- 
able for fellowships to enable librarians of neighbouring countries to spend 
two or three months for practice work in the Delhi library. A fellowship will 
also be given to one of the librarians for further professional training abroad, 

In 1954, the last year of the present agreement between Unesco and the 
Indian Government, a consultant will go to Delhi to help in the final phase 
of the scheme as a Unesco project, to prepare a booklet on the library to be 
published in English and French, and to assess the results obtained. The 
consultant will also be in a position to start planning for a seminar which it is 
hoped to hold in India in 1955. 

A project similar to that of the Delhi public library will be started in 1953 
at Medellin in Colombia, in co-operation with the Colombian authorities, to 
serve as a model for Latin America. The work plan will resemble the one suc- 
cessfully tested in India. This provides for a foreign adviser to be sent by 
Unesco to plan and organize the library’s services in co-operation with the 
local authorities. Meanwhile, a Colombian librarian chosen for appointment 
as head of the library, will be awarded a fellowship to study abroad. On his 
return to Colombia, he will help the foreign adviser to launch the project 
with a view to opening it to the public in 1954. The adviser will continue to 
work with the head librarian for a further nine months to ensure the library’s 
satisfactory development and to help in planning its extension services. 


SEMINARS 


The regional seminar described in the Bulletin (vol. VI, no. 11-12, p. E135) 
will be held at Ibadan, Nigeria, from 27 July to 21 August 1953 under the 
direction of Miss Yvonne Oddon, Conservateur, Musée de |’ Homme, Paris. 

In 1953 and 1954, it is proposed to establish certain public libraries and 
library schools as Unesco “Associated projects”. The setting up of these will 
enable Unesco to take a more active and direct interest in a number of out- 
standingly important projects, by helping to make significant features of their 
work widely known and by directing its own aid (as far as that can be given 
without addition to the budget) to their benefit. 

These are the main public library activities planned for 1953-54, but 
much work of a continuing nature will be done, particularly in exte nding the 
distribution of the five manuals in the Unesco public libraries series, in helping 
to advise public librarians and educators all over the world, and in establishing 
practical and useful international contacts. 


DEVELOPMENT AND CO-ORDINATION 
OF BIBLIOGRAPHY, RESEARCH LIBRARY AND ARCHIVES SERVICES 


The Director-General is authorized, with the co-operation of Member States and the competent 
international organizations, and with the advice of the Int sory Committee on 
Bibliography, to arrange for the cir ow n of inform ition, and tion of projects and 
meetings, calculated to promote the development and co-or f iphical services and 





research libraries, and the specialized we uning of librarians. 
INTERNATIONAL CO-ORDINATION 


The Advisory International Committee on Bibliography will meet at Unesco’s 
headquarters in Paris in 1953 and 1954 and is likely to have a very full age *nda. 
Among the Committee’s main continuing tasks the re sponsibility for the 
annual progress report on improvement of bil envaihend services which, 
for 19 51-52, has been prepared by Miss Noélle Malclés, Conservateur, Univer- 
sity of Paris (Sorbonne). Provision is made for the report to be published in 
En: dish, French and Spanish. 
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PROMOTION OF NATIONAL BIBLIOGRAPHICAL SERVICES 


In 1953 and 1954 the Advisory Committee will be responsible for recommend- 
ing to the Director-General the use of a small sum for the preparation of reports, 
or the holding of regional or other meetings or, indeed, for any type of biblio- 
graphical activity which is of more than purely national interest and which 
needs financial help to get started, or to be brought to a successful conclusion. 
The money will be expended by contract with appropriate organizations, 
groups or individuals. 


PILOT PROJECT IN LATIN AMERICA 


In collaboration with the Government of Brazil, the pilot project for a national 
bibliographical centre, prep: arations for which were made last year, will begin 
its first year of operation in 1953. Dr. H. Coblans, former Librarian of the 
University Library of Natal (Durban, South Africa), who is to be the Unesco 
adviser for six months, will reach Brazil in March. In co-operation with local 

lists he will draw up plans for the centre and advise on their execution. 
The Brazilian authorities are to provide the staff, with the exception of the 
adviser, and most of the equipment. Dr. Coblans will also visit neighbouring 
countries to study their needs and resources.

SPECIALIZED TRAINING FOR LIBRARIANS 


In many countries the shortage of qualified staff hampers the improvement 
of bibliographical services and library development in general. 

To help Member States in a region where the shortage of librarians is parti- 
cularly felt, practical training will be organized in 1953 and 1954 in one of 
Unesco’s fundamental education centres—the Arab States Fundamental 
Education Centre, Sirs-el-Layan, Menoufia (See Bulletin, vol. VI, no. 8/9, 
p. Ero2). The training will have the twofold purpose of equipping those who 
attend courses at the centre to serve as librarians when they return to their 
schools, and of training librarians to know more about the educational respon- 
sibilities of public library services. 

In addition, efforts will be made to arrange for one of the existing schools 
of librarianship in a European country, with the help of the States concerned, 
to organize a summer course for teachers and students. The co-operation of 
IFLA and the FID will be obtained for this project. 


PUBLICATIONS 


During 1953 a manual: National bibliographical services: their creation and 
operation, prepared by Mr. Knut Larsen, Librarian, Handelshojskolens Bibliotek, 
Copenh: igen, will be published, and also the multi-lingual vocabulary of 

librarianship compiled by Mr. Anthony Thompson, Assistant Librarian, 
Roy: al Institute of British Architects, London, on the basis of the project pre- 
pared before the war by Mr. Henri Lemaitre. The vocabulary, under the title 
Vocabularium bibliotecarti, will be in English, French and German. 


CENTRE FOR THE EXCHANGE 
OF PUBLICATIONS AND THE REPRODUCTIONS OF DOCUMENTS 


The Director-General is authorized to continue providing information one exchange services and, 
with the collaboration of Member States and the competent international organizations, to organize 
studies and meetings calculated to improve the circulation, exchangé teks and donation of publi- 
cations as between different countries, and to make the techniques of reproducing documents more 
widely known. 
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ACTIVITIES OF THE CLEARING HOUSE FOR PUBLICATIONS 


The International Centre for the Exchange of Publications will continue to 
maintain and develop permanent relations between libraries of Member 
States to promote and assist the distribution, exchange, loan, purchase and 
gift of publications. Lists of requests for and offers of publications in exchange 
or for free distribution will continue to be prepared and circulated, and, as in 
previous years, Unesco will have a small sum available to pay part of the 
transport costs which cannot be borne by the donor or by the receiving libraries, 

A most important new development is the publication—to start in July 
1953—of a Spanish edition of the Unesco bulletin for libraries, which will be 
printed and distributed by the Unesco Co-operation Office for the Western 
Hemisphere in Havana. 


PROMOTION OF INTERNATIONAL EXCHANGE OF PUBLICATIONS 


Surveys have shown that the international exchange of publications could be 
considerably expanded if Member States improved or developed their national 
exchange centres and supplemented the bilateral or multilateral agreements 
which they have concluded on this matter. ‘The Clearing House will continue 
to give advice and information to Member States and will carry out prelimi- 
nary surveys with a view to the revision of existing agreements on the interna- 
tional exchange of publications or the preparation of any new agreements 
deemed desirable. Plans for the further development of this work will be 
studied and submitted to the General Conference in the draft programmes for 
the following years. 

An expert will be engaged to revise and bring the Handbook on the interna- 
tional exchange of publications up to date, by preparing a new edition covering 
the years 1949-54, which will probably be published in 1955. 
INTERNATIONAL SERVICE OF INFORMATION ON THE METHODS 
AND TECHNIQUES OF DOCUMENTARY REPRODUCTION 


This service, which has steadily increased in importance, will continue to 
provide Member States and their institutions with information and documen- 
tation. Close contacts will be maintained with the International Federation 
for Documentation and the International Organization for Standardization 
(ISO) so as to co-ordinate their work in this field with Unesco’s programmes. 
The ISO is currently working under contract with Unesco on the development 
of certain documentary reproduction standards. A number of reports on spe- 
cific problems in documentary reproduction will be published in the Bulletin. 

At the recommendation of the Italian delegation to the Seventh General 
Conference a resolution was included in the programme authorizing Unesco 
to collect information from Member States, international organizations and 
specialized institutions on methods of regulating and facilitating by means of 
microfilm the availability of texts and documents housed in libraries and archives. 
The results of this study will be presented to the Eighth General Conference, 
with a view to the possible establishment of an international convention. 


GENERAL RESOLUTIONS 
NEW EDITIONS OF REFERENCE WORKS OF INTERNATIONAL IMPORTANCE 
The following resolution presented by the German delegation was also adopted: 
The Director-General is instructed to promote the continued publication or reissue of fundamental 


source books and handbooks of international scholarship by causing the demand for such works to 
be determined specifically by enquiries conducted with the aid of the National Commissions. 
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EXHIBITIONS OF BOOKS 


Unesco will help Member States who are willing to organize, on the occasion 
of Unesco conferences or meetings, regional or national exhibitions of books 
or of reproductions of documents. This is a continuation of the resolution which 
gave rise to the exhibition of children’s books which was held at the Biblio- 
théque nationale, Paris, during the recent Unesco General Conference (see 
page E 31). 


USE OF TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE PROGRAMMES FOR THE DEVELOPMENT 
OF LIBRARY SERVICES 


It was decided that the Technical Assistance programme of the United Nations 
and its specialized agencies should be used as fully as possible in the develop- 
ment of bibliographical and library services of Member States, particularly 
projects for the development of libraries for the general public. It is possible, 
in fact, that some of the above projects may be transferred to this programme. 


CO-OPERATION WITH OTHER UNESCO DEPARTMENTS 


In addition to the projects described above, the Libraries Division co-operates 
closely with other Unesco departments whose programmes contain important 
resolutions authorizing work in development of documentation and biblio- 
graphical services for the natural and social sciences, education, philosophy 
and humanistic studies.

UNESCO AND INTERNATIONAL NEWS 


76 OEEC INTER-GOVERNMENTAL EXCHANGES 
OF SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNICAL DOCUMENTS 
by E. B6um, Librarian, OEEC, Paris. 
HISTORY 


Studies of national economic programmes undertaken by the Organization 
for European Economic Co-operation (OEEC) shortly after its constitu- 
tion in 1948, revealed the profound influence which science can have on eco- 
nomic policy and general prosperity; it was therefore thought desirable to 
extend to the whole of Western Europe the system of pooling and distributing 
scie ntific and technical information whic! valuable during the war. 


I 
th had proved 
After the United Kingdom had submitted a proposal recommending such 
a system, the Council, in November 1949, adopted a number of recommenda- 
tions, one of which requested each Member to provide the governments of 
the other Member countries, free of charge, with six copies of its official docu- 
ments available to the public dealing with: the natural sciences, in so far as 
the documents were of direct or indirect value to industry; all branches of 
technology; medical matters of industrial interest; and statistical and eco- 
nomic questions with reference to industrial productivity. 
The recommendations were to come into force, multilaterally, when the par- 
ticipating countries had adopted various measures in order to implement them. 
Each Member was to create, or appoint from among the bodies already 
existing in its country, a national centre which would be responsible for des- 
patching and receiving the documents, ensure that a record was made of 
documents received, bring them to the notice of those concerned and distribute 
' 


them (in the original, or after reproduction, translation, abridgment, etc.) to 


specialized libraries, information services and other centres where they could 
be freely consulted by the public and in particular by scientists and manu- 
facturers. The Council further recommended that each Member should 
periodically issue a list of those of its publications to which it particularly 
wished to draw attention. 

In order to encourage effective exchange of information and 
mote increase of industrial production the Council urged that: national registers 
of existing documentary resources and technical information services should 
be kept; full use should be made « 
where such existed: where a translation of an important technical document 


existed in one Member country, the fact should be brought to the notice of all

the other Member countries; and that, so far as possible, a card index of 
cientific or technical translations should be kept in each Member country 
in order to meet the requests of organizations and individuals of ill the 
Member countries; there should be co-operation with Unesco, in particular 
in the preparation of multilingual technical dictionaries; study should be 
made of new processes of reproduction and methods of publication of scien- 
tific and technical documents, with a view to adopting the best of them; 
studv should be made of the most recent technical improvements in multi- 
copying and information selection (perforated cards and mechanical, optical 
or photo-eles tric selectors).

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OPERATION 


This system of exchange of documents came into operation on 1 January 1950. 
Since then the classes of documents covered have gradually been extended, and 
now include both scientific and technical documents relating to agriculture 
and, in addition to official publications, the publications of administrative 
departments, public utilities, nationalized industries and other State-aided 
bodies. Moreover each country endeavours to obtain appropriate documents 
from industrial societies and private companies. The summaries of American 
documents published by the United Kingdom Technical Information and 
Documents Unit (TIDU), are also included. 

Each country undertakes regularly to inform the governments of the other 
participating countries of the documents available by one of the following 
methods: (a) despatch of six copies of the documents; (b) despatch of six copies 
of a list of the documents arranged by subjects, together with one copy of each 
document; (c) despatch of six sets of abstracts, in French or English. [t under- 
takes to supply on request: in the case of method (b) five extra copies of each 
document if these are available; in the case of method (c) six extra copies of 
each document if these are available, or if not, a microfilm copy. In addition, 
the U.S. Office of Technical Services supplies in accordance with (a); (b) or 
(c) above, copies of unpublished American documents which it circulates in the 
U.S.A., and, on request, microfilm copies of unpublished documents which it 
does not normally circulate. 

The following estimates of the number of pages communicated annually 
to the receiving centres by each of the national centres, were obtained for 
certain countries: United Kingdom, 25,000 to 30,000 pages; France, 20,000 
to 25,000 pages; Netherlands, 15,000 pages; Italy, 10,000 pages; Sweden, 5,000 
pages; Switzerland, 5,000 pages; Belgium, 3,000 pages; Denmark, 1,500 pages. 

The question of drawing up a common code of classification for the docu- 
ments exchanged was raised, but it was thought wiser to leave it to the receiving 
centres to decide how the various documents were to be used. 


INTERNATIONAL NETWORK OF EXCHANGE CENTRES 


Originally, only 11 countries were members of this network. On 1 January 1953 
there were 15, including Canada and the United States. The names and 
addresses of the various centres are as follows:

CONCLUSION 


It is difficult to estimate the practical results of the operation of this inter- 
national document exchange network. The demands made on it are con- 
stantly increasing. 

Most of the centres are not yet equipped to publish statistical reports on 
their work, though the value of such reports for each centre belonging to the 
system is obvious. Hence a recent decision requesting centres in future to 
send annual reports to the OEEC Secretariat, which will see that they are 
suitably distributed and publicized. 

Libraries in countries where these centres exist are urged to make the fullest 
possible use of them in obtaining the information and documents which they 
require. 


NATURAL SCIENCE DOCUMENTATION 


The Provisional Advisory Committee on Science Abstracting met in Unesco 
House on 20 and 21 October 1952 (See Bulletin, vol. III, no. 8, pp. 281-82 
for the origin of this Committee). As the Committee’s term of office had expired, 
the main item on the agenda of this meeting was the question of its future. 
The outcome of the discussion was a unanimous resolution addressed to the 
Director-General of Unesco, proposing that the Committee should become an 
Advisory Committee for Documentation in the Natural Sciences. 

It should be composed of 10 scientists and technologists interested in ques- 
tions of documentation and bibliography, chosen with due regard to their 
special subjects and to geographical distribution, and including representatives 
of international non-governmental organizations actively concerned with 
these questions as well as of the producer and consumer interests. 

The purpose of the Committee should be to advise the Director-General 
on Unesco’s programme in connexion with natural science documentation, 
with a view to promoting the provision or improvement of bibliographical and 
documentation services in this sphere, and the co-ordination of those services 
with one another and with similar services in other fields of activity. 

The Committee should meet at least once every two years and its members 
should always be available to the Secretariat for consultation by correspond- 
ence. The Chairman should be appointed at each meeting and should remain 
in office until the election of his successor. 

Arrangements should be made for one member to be a member of the Inter- 
national Advisory Committee on Bibliography, which should nominate one 
of its members to attend meetings of the Advisory Committee for Documenta- 
tion in the Natural Sciences 


FIRST INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS 
ON MEDICAL LIBRARIANSHIP 


The First International Congress on Medical! Librarianship will be held 

London from 20 to 25 July 1953. The provisional programme includes dis- 
cussions on the following subjects: education and training for medical librarian- 
ship; the history of medical libraries in various countries; the organization of 
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new medical libraries; reference and information work; and international 
co-operation. In connexion with the Congress there will be exhibition of 
medical books and periodicals and library equipment. Visits to the principal 
medical libraries and institutions of London and the Home Counties will be 
arranged. 

All those actively engaged or interested in medical librarianship and biblio- 
graphy throughout the world are invited to participate. ‘The fee for attendance 
is £2 sterling (U.S. $6), payable before 1 April 1953. Requests for further 
information should be addressed to the Honorary Secretaries, First Inter- 
national Congress on Medical Librarianship, London School of Hygiene and 
Tropical Medicine, Keppel Street, London, W.C.1, England. 


(79) INTERNATIONAL GUIDE ON ARCHIVES 


The International Council on Archives has decided to compile an Jnternational 
guide on archives, and a committee has been appointed to prepare the work. 
Its members are: Sir Hilary Jenkinson, Deputy-keeper of the Public Record 
Office, London; Dr. G. Vaucher, State Archivist, Geneva; and Jonkheer 
Dr. D. P. M. Graswinckel, Director of the General State Archives, The Hague. 
To collect the necessary information, the Committee has sent out a question- 
naire to countries throughout the world, requesting details of archival institu- 
tions, publications, etc. 


(80) BOOKS AND CHILDREN 
On the occasion of the International exhibition of children’s books (see Bulle- 
tin, vol. VI, no. 11/12, p. E144) which was held from 15 November 1952 to 
15 January 1953 at the National Library, Paris, a special number of Education 
nationale entitled Les Enfants et les livres (price per copy: 200 F. fr.) has been 
published. 

The booklet, which has an introduction by Mr. Julien Cain, Director of 
French Libraries, includes articles on the exhibition itself, a study on the prob- 
lem of books for children, an enquiry on children’s literature, with replies 
by Georges Duhamel, André Maurois, Paul Vialar, etc., a report on French and 
foreign children’s libraries, a select list of 200 children’s books in French, 
etc.

ORGANIZATION IN MEXICO 


The Committee for Cultural Action, permanent organ of the Inter-American 
Cultural Council (Consejo Interamericano Cultural) of the Organization of 
American States, has established its headquarters in Mexico. The aim of the 
Council, which held its first meeting at Mexico City, is to promote friendly 


relations and mutual agreement between the American peoples through edu- 


cational, scientific and cultural exchanges. 
To achieve this aim. the Council will stimulate inter-American cultural 


activities: collect and disseminate information on cultural activities of national 
and international institutions, whether private or official, of interest to the 


American States; promote the adoption of fundamental edu ation programmes 
adapted to the needs of all groups of the p youlation, including the native 
peoples of American countries; co-operate in the protection, p1 ervation and 
increase of the cultural heritage of the Continent; stimulate co-operation 


between the American peoples in the fields of education, science and culture 
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by means of the exchange of research material; further the education of the 
people for international understanding; and promote all other activities 
recommended by the Inter-American Conference, the Consultative Meeting 
of Ministers of External Relations (Reunién de Consulta de Ministros de Rela- 
ciones Exteriores) and the Council of the Organization of the American States.

GENERAL NEWS 


(120 MEETING ON MECHANICAL SELECTION AND 
DOCUMENTATION IN BERLIN 


The Committee on the Mechanization of Documentation of the German 
Society for Documentation held a meeting on “‘Mechanical selection in docu- 
mentation, modern methods and their use”’ from 4 to 6 December 1952, in Berlin. 
Among the subjects discussed were: the importance of mechanical selection in 
documentation from the economic, technological and scientific point of view; 
building up of subject documentation by the use of punched cards; decimal 
classification and punched cards; punched cards as a help in the mechaniza- 
tion of documentation; mechanical methods of documentation in the social 
sciences; use of punched cards and edged punched cards in the fields of med- 
icine and medical psychology; mechanical methods in organic chemical 
documentation; survey of the various possibilities of mechanical selection in 
microfilms with hand and machine-operated punched card systems.

TRANSLATIONS 


In order to meet at reduced cost the appreciable demand that exists for 
translations of articles in the Russian scientific and technical press, the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research, London (DSIR) recently intro- 
duced a co-operative scheme for preparing Russian translations. At first the 
scheme only covered articles from the following Russian journals:

(122) ACTIVITIES OF THE GERMAN (PUBLICATIONS 
EXCHANGE CENTRE 


The Deutsche Forschungsgemeinschaft (formerly the Notgemeinschaft der 
Deutschen Wissenschaft—See the Bulletin, vol. VI, no. 1, p. Eg) in its report 
for the period 1 April 1951 to 31 March 1952, states that the number of 
institutions with which it effected exchanges rose from 219 in 1950 to 341. New 
institutions with which it exchanged publications included the Instituto para 
a Alta Cultura, Lisbon, the Organization for Scientific Research, Jakarta, 
the Science Council of Japan, Tokyo, the Jewish National and University 
Library, Jerusalem. A first consignment of Iraqi books from Baghdad was also 
received in exchange for German grammar books. 

The Centre received through exchanges 1,895 annual sets of periodicals and 
1,228 volumes of monographs, 344 of the periodicals being received for the 
first time; 28,726 items were received from abroad and distributed to institu- 
tions in Germany, and 11,230 items from German institutions were despatched 
to other countries. 

The Deutsche Forschungsgemeinschaft has provided the sum of DM54,400 
for a new revised edition of the Gesamtverzeichnis auslandischer Zeitschriften. The 
task of preparing the catalogue has been assigned to the University Library at 
Marburg, which has the biggest periodical collection in West Germany. The 
catalogue will cover not only the public, scientific libraries, including univer- 
sity institutes, but also research institutes and special scientific libraries of 
particular importance for the period 1939 to completion of the manuscript, 
about 1953. The work will take about three years. It is proposed to publish 
the catalogue in about the autumn of 1955. 


(123) BELGIAN SERVICE FOR THE INTERNATIONAL 
EXCHANGE OF PUBLICATIONS 
The Belgian International Exchange Service now receives group consignments 


of publications from the following countries only: Austria, Czechoslovakia, 
Denmark, Finland, Italy, Germany, Netherlands, Norway, Portugal, Switzer- 
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land and the United States of America. Publications from all other countries 
are sent direct to the recipients in Belgium either by the competent national 
service or by the foreign correspondent. 

The figures given below, which relate to the 11 countries mentioned above, 
represent approximately cae-sixth of Belgium’s total exchanges of publica- 
tions, which take in 60 countries in all. They cover the period August 1951 
to August 1952. 

The Service received 13,762 parcels, each containing on an average three 
publications. Periodicals and monographs forming part of a series are not 
registered separately as they pass through the Service. The relative proportions 
are approximately as follows: periodicals 70 per cent, serial issues 29 per cent, 
miscellaneous 1 per cent. The Service arranges for direct despatch to all 
countries using the postal service. This system of despatch to foreign recipients 
was extended to France on 1 January 1952. 

The Service despatched 35,803 parcels of publications, averaging two publi- 
cations in each parcel (periodicals 70 per cent, monographs and theses 30 per 
cent). 

Official publications not included above must be added to these figures; 
115,000 official booklets or pamphlets entered Belgium through the Exchange 
Service. In addition, some official publications are received through other 
channels. During the same period, the Service despatched 123,376 official 
booklets and pamphlets. 

Exchanges and gifts are particularly important in the work of reforming 
war-damaged libraries. The Library of Louvain University is a typical case; 
its new stock of books, built up since 1940, includes nearly 650,000 volumes, 
many of which have come from gifts and exchanges.
